Zoning and the Building Department, I have discovered while people in the in-

dustry may know the language and terminology of planning & zoning, others do 

not. Therefore, I thought it would be helpful to provide one place to go for that 

information. As with all items related to Ashville Government go to our website 

www.ashvilleohio.gov. Then go to the “VILLAGE DEPARTMENTS” dropdown and 

click on “PLANNING & ZONING/BUILDING”. On that page click on the green box 

that says “DEFINITIONS OF PLANNING & ZONING TERMS”. It will take you to the 

Codified Ordinance Chapter 1107 page for Definitions. There are hundreds of 

planning & zoning formal words. The following is partial list  defined at that page:
